CUBAN 
RECIPROCITY. 


Sharfr Debate in the Senate Between 
Messrs. Teller and Platt (Conn.). 
W ashington. June 28.—Quite unex­ 
pectedly a sharp debate arose in the 
#senate on the question of Cuban reci­ 
procity. 
Mr. Teller of Colorado, at 
whose instance the senate committee 
on Cuban relations made its investiga­ 
tion of the subject, delivered a spirit­ 
ed speech in opposition to reciprocity 
with Cuba, 
reciprocity 
propoganda 
had 
been 
backed by the American Sugar Refin­ 
ing company and by Americans who 
were interested financially in Cuban 
sugar plantations. 
The purpose, he 
said, was to strike down an important 
agricultural industry of this country. 
H r was w illing to join in a general re­ 
vision of the tariff to meet changed 
conditions, but unless the duties on 
iron and steel and other products we’re 
reduced together with those on sugar, 
in order that the arrangem ent might 
be equitable, the beet sugar growers 
never would consent to a reduction on 
their product. 
Mr. Platt of Connecticut, chairman 
of the Cuban relations committee, re­ 
plied to the Colorado 
senator, 
lie 
maintained that there was nothing sor­ 
did in the desire to promote reciprocal 
relations between the United States 
Caid Cuba, and said the making of some 
concessions to Cuba was a plain duty 
of this country. 
It was a duty whic h 
this government owed to itself as well 
as to Cuba because absolutely friend­ 
ly relations with the new republic were 
a necessary means of defense to this 
country, unless the* 
United 
States j 
should annex the island. 
That, he j 
hoped, would not be done, as he re­ 
garded annexation as a grave menace 
to our institutions. 
The District Of Columbia appropri­ 
ation bill was disposed of finally, as

Aguinaldo Among Those to Be Lib ­ 


erated. 


Washington, June 28 —At. the meet­ 
ing ot the cabinet the terms of an am­ 
nesty proclamation to the Filipinos, 
which it is contemplated to Issue on 
the Fourth of July, w**re agreed upon. 
The war department for some time 
past has had under consideration the 
draft of a proclamation and ha* found 
It necessary to make a number of 
changes In its text. 
In Its modified 
stat** it was agreed to by the cabinet 
and Secretary Root will cable it to 
Acting Gov* rnor Wright for his In- 
spec Don. 
if it meets the tatter's ap­ 
proval nothing will remain for the 
president, if the Philippine civil gov­ 
ernment lull is a Jaw on that clay, as 
ia now expected it will Ii *, but to Issue 
on Independence day a formal procla­ 
mation selling forth terms of amnesty 
for all political offenders in the isl­ 
ands, including Aguinaldo and those 
he ld at Guam. 


The proclamation is based on the 


general objects of the Philippine gov­ 
ernment hill, namely, to restore peace 
in th** archipelago and substitute a 
civil for a military 
administration. 


That bill Is now in conference and the 
proc iamation will not he Issued until 
the Philippine 
government 
measure 


has been agreed upon by both houses 
and the president has affixed his sig­ 
nature to it 
The proc lamation will 


declare that a state of peac e now ex­ 
ists in the Philippine islands, save in 
the parts of the* archipelago where the 
Mindanao or Pagan tribes are giving 
the United States forces 
a 
great 


amount ut trouble, and will declare, 
In effect, that with the transfer of the 
government of tho arc hipela^o from a 
military to a civil status, alf"those ar­ 
rested and hold for political offenses 
shall l>o restored to liberty, granted 
full amnesty and be allowed to par­ 
ticipate in the civil government that 
is to be Inaugurated on the islands. 
VV' h 11 e the proclamation is subject to 
changes In text, the general language 
of the document Is pretty well mapped 
out. 
There was a general discussion 


of the treatment that should be ac­ 
corded the political prisoners of the 
islands. 
There Is no intention, it is 


stated, to release those prisoners con­ 
victed of other than political offenses, 
the benefits of the amnesty being lim­ 
ited to those In custody as a result 
of breaches of military law, leaving 
criminal offenders to the action of the 
proper authorities under the coming 
civil government. 
The purpose is to 


demonstrate that motives of humanity 
and generosity dictate our course to­ 
ward the* Filipinos. 
When the islands 


are turned over to the civil authori­ 
ties they will not be left without ade­ 
quate military protection, as no more 
troops will he ordered home for the 
present and every precaution will he 
taken for the military safeguarding of 
the islands under the new civil admin­ 
istration.

Important Differences of the Philippine 
Bill Not Yet Disposed Of. 


Washington, June 28.—The confer­ 
ees of th*- two houses of congress on 
tho Philippine civil government lull 
held thoir first 
meeting during the 
day and adjourned after four hours 
without having disposed of any of the 
Important items of difference. 
They 
took the hill up for discussion in reg­ 
ular order, first acting on the bill of 
rights and then considering the matter 
of th** judiciary system provided for 
the islands. 
The bill of rights as 
agreed to by the senate was accepted 
and a portion of the house provision 
added to it. 
There was a rearrange­ 
ment of the senate court provisions. 
The house provision granting appeals 
from th«- insular courts to the United 
Stat*** supreme court only in rases 
involving $25,000 or more was accept­ 
ed. 
The conferees had only entered 
on the question of the disposal of the 
public lands of th** islands when an 
adjournment was taken. 
There is a 
difference of opinion between the two 
houses as to the method of disposing 
of the lands, the house providing for 
their sale and the senate only for the 
leasing of them when large acreage 
is Involved. 
The important differences of the hill 
relating to the questions of coinage, 
banking, mining and territorial legis­ 
lation, and the disposal of the friars" 
lands, were left for the future. 
Confi­ 
dence is expressed that an agreement 
will h* r« a< hod and it is now under­ 
stood that if necessary to accomplish 
that end some of the disputed {saints 
will be eliminated from the measure 
entirely, leaving them for future ac­ 
tion bv congress, but* making sure of 
such provisions at least as tan he 
agreed upon by beth houses of con 
cr ss
